THE GROWTH AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
GRIFFITH METHODIST CHURCH 


1914 under the leadership of the Rev. R, O. Hills, a 
student from the Garrett Biblical Institute. In 1915 


Methodism in Griffith is as old as the town. In 
1893 the Northwest Conference appointed two supply 


pastors to the open country lying about ten miles 
southeast of Hammond, In that same year three men 
from Chicago purchased a vast acreage of land center- 
ing about the intersection of five railroads which cross 
the main street within a distance of one block. One 
of these men was a Mr. Griffith for whom the town 
was named. 


In that year Rev. E. T, George and Rev. A. W. 
Smith came as supply pastors to the community. 
Services were held in homes, storerooms, and later 
in the Town Hall. The first “class’’ was organized in 


the first building was erected. Twelve members of 
the congregation participated in this program. On 
April 16, 1916, the District Superintendent, Dr. M. H. 
Appleby, dedicated the new church, free and clear of 
debt, It is presumed that the Mission Board gave aid 
by contributing to this building. The building con- 
sisted of a basement, two classrooms and a sanctuary 
and was built at the total cost of $5,000. 


By 1917 the congregation had increased from 12 to 
16 members. Of these 16 William and Adolph C. 
Penning, Stella Watkins Chalfant, Mrs. Earl Butler 


— 


and Clayton Watkins still hold their membership here. 


Three years later in 1920 the church building burned 
to the ground and again the congregation was forced to 
worship in store buildings or the Town Hall. The 
church remained a part of the Merrillville Circuit. In 
1920 the Trustees of the church were W. P. Christen- 
son, William Penning, Dr. and Mrs. F. A. Malmstone 
and James Scott. In 1921 they entered into a contract 
with J, W. Reed of Hammond “to furnish plans and 
specifications for the new church building, and also 
to supervise the construction of said building in the 
capacity of contractor.” The church was to be built 
on the northeast corner of Broad and Columbia 
Streets. The building was T-shaped and brick replaced 
the stucco of the original church. The sanctuary had 
a seating capacity of 200 with an open chancel. The 
dining room, kitchen and entrance hall constituted the 
rear section, The basement and second floor each had 
three classrooms with a furnace in the basement. 


This church was dedicated by Bishop F. D, Leete 
on February 12, 1922. Rev. R. S. McCutcheon was the 
pastor, serving a community of about 1,000 people. 


The records of that year report 61 members on 
the roll and 122 pupils in the Church School. Mrs. 
J. R. Clark was Church School Superintendent. Mrs. 
Emma Summers undertook the task of organizing the 
Chancel Choir which has added inspirational meaning 
to the services since its beginning. 


During the pastorate of the Rev. J. E. Milnes begin- 
ning in 1931 a unified worship program was organized. 


Rev. G, A. Trodie followed Rev. Milnes as the pastor 


and accomplished two noteworthy achievements. A 
beautiful Hammond Electric organ was installed in 
the sanctuary and a six room parsonage was built one 
block east of the church on Lafayette Avenue. 


During the ministry of Rev. Harold K. Joyce from 
1945 to 1946 a third building program was started. A 
financial campaign netted $12,000 and an architect 
was employed. 


Rev. Marion Bishop was assigned to the Griffith 
church in 1947 and was to remain here until his

retirement from the active ministry in 1952. Under 
his leadership the congregation more than doubled 
and the church school attendance increased nearly 
70%. The building program was revised and Mr. Roy 
Christenson was employed as the architect. A new 
financial campaign netted $17,000, Ground breaking 
ceremonies for this $73,000 addition were held on 
February 26, 1950. Construction began in July on 
an addition which was to consist of two units. One 
section which connected with the west end of the 
old building had a basement, dining room, a chapel 
on the first floor, a nursery, kindergarten department, 
class rooms, church office and the pastor’s study. This 
unit was of steel and cement construction faced with 
Bedford rock. The windows are cathedral art glass

with ecclesiastical symbols, North of the old building 
and connected to the new section to the west was a 
basement containing a large kitchen, club room, class 
room and entrance room. 


The cornerstone for this addition was laid on 
November 26, 1950. The Rev. (now Bishop) Edwin 
R. Garrison of Indianapolis was the guest speaker for 
the morning service. Rev, P. B. Smith, Superintendent 
of the South Bend District was speaker for the after- 
noon service. 


Rev. Wesley Brashares came to the Griffith church 
in 1952 upon the retirement of Rev. Bishop. He helped 
organize and establish two Sunday morning worship 
services, The Altar Choir was formed and the Senior 
MYF became an active organization. 


The Methodist church continued to grow, keeping 
pace with ever increasing population of Griffith and 
the surrounding communities. In 1955 it was necessary 
to add an associate pastor and the Rev. DeWayne 
Woodring was selected. He took care of the field of 
education within the church. Two more MYF groups 
were organized. The average attendance in the wor- 
ship services jumped from 182 per Sunday to 429 per 
Sunday in four years time. Along with the attendance 
growth the budget grew accordingly. 


On October 1, 1956, Rey. W. M. Littrell became 
the pastor of the Griffith church. Immediately the 
building program which had been dormant for some 
time was revived. Late in October the church began 
a previously planned canvass of its members and 
constituents for both the budget and building pur- 
Speer Under the supervision of the Wells organization 
$140,000 was pledged. 


Up to this time no definite plans had been made in 
regard to a building program. Therefore, it was de- 
cided to take a “Straw Vote" by the congregation as to 
whether or not a new church should be relocated or 
kept at the same site. The ballot showed that 75% of 
the members wished to relocate the church while 25%, 
wished to remain at the present location and add an 
addition. Five proposals were presented by the Build- 
ing Committee: 1-Relocation; 2-Sale of the Church; 
3-The new Site; 4-Assets and Financial Plan; and 5-the 
Church to be Built. These plans were presented to 
the Official Board and approved in logical order. 
Subsequently the new site was approved on June 30, 
1957 and the Finance Plan on August 25, 1957. The 
Congregation called to vote on the complete proposal 
on January 19, 1958, responded with an overwhelming 
vote of approval. 


The final contract with the architect, Mr. Kenneth 
Williams of Kokomo, Indiana, was signed on Febru- 
ary 12, 1958. On August 26, 1959, the bids were opened 
and the contract awarded to the A, B. Cooper Co. of 
Gary, Indiana, the low bidder. 


On July 29, 1959, the old church was sold to the 
Griffith Masonic Lodge for $100,000 and a bank loan 
for $200,000 was negotiated. 


On September 13, 1959, the Congregation assembled 


and Ground was broken for the new church, The Rev. 
Otis Collier, the District Superintendent, was present 
and spoke briefly. The members of the Building 
Committee eached turned a spade of earth and finally 
the Congregation with the children leading out, en- 
thusiastically pulled an old fashioned plow across the 
land indicating that as we pull together we can build 
a great church for Griffith. 


Ten months later on July 24, 1960, at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon the Congregation again assembled on 
the new site to Lay the Cornerstone. The contents of 
the Cornerstone are as follows: Volume I-Issue I of 
the Together Magazine; Copy of the New Testament 
and Psalms of the Revised Standard Version; Copy of 
the 1956 edition of the Discipline of the Methodist 
Church; Copy of the Ground Breaking and Corner- 
stone Laying services; Copy of the History of the 
Griffith Methodist Church; Year Book of the WSCS; 
Copy of the Budget and a Copy of the Members of 
the Church and the Members of the Official Board. 


One of the most active groups in the church is the 
Women's Society of Christian Service organized in 
1941, Their general purpose is to unite the women of 
the church in the nation to more effectively and com- 
pletely administer to the needs of the church, the 
nation and the world. They support the World Day 
of Prayer and cooperate with the Conference School 
of Missions, 


The governing body of the church is the Official 
Board, They administer the business of the church on 
a month-to-month basis, The Trustees carry the larger 
responsibility of the Board in that they hold and 
manage all real property of the church, They are 
responsible for the maintenance, repairs, and improve- 
ments of the property and act as the legal corporation 
of the church. 


On February 15, 1961, after months of hard work, 
sacrificial giving and the many prayers of the congre- 
gation the Methodists moved into the beautiful new 
sanctuary built at the corner of Cline Avenue and 44th 
Place. Appropriately the first service held in the 
church was the World Day of Prayer to which all the 
women of the community were invited. This was 
followed by a communion service in the evening as 
a prelude to the first Sunday morning service held on 
February 19. The Open House in the afternoon 
attracted 1,800 people of the church and community. 
Many of these stayed to hear the vesper service pre- 
sented by the two choirs, 


During the first six weeks the attendance in the two 
morning worship services has increased 100% over the 
attendance in the old church, On Easter Sunday over 


1,100 people were in attendance at the two church 
services, 


Thus Methodism in Griffith has grown from a 
church of 12 members to one of 1,306 members in 68 
years.
